its retreat. This was extraordinary work 
and responsibility for a young man not quite 
20 years of age, but was only the first of a 
number of undertakings of even greater 
importance which he engineered for the gov- 
ernment. 

He left the Department of the Potomac 
on July 1, 1862, and reported for duty on the 
military routes south of Nashville. The 
line of railroad, over 300 miles in length, 
wretchedly constructed. and sparingly 
equipped, badly broken, and open to caval- 
ry raids, which, in point of fact, were daily 
made upon it, had to be kept in repair, as it 
-was the only line communication that 
Buell’s army had th Nashville, ite 
of supplies. 

The task was a herculean one, but it was 
accomplished by the aid of General O. M, 
Mitchell and his army. It was no sooner 
completed, however, than the movements of 
the enemy in both Tennessee and Kentucky 
caused Buell to abandon his intention of 
scizing Chattanooga, and to make a forced 
march on Louisville, which was sériously 
threatened. On that long. tedious, and peril- 
ous march Mr. Thomson accompanied the 
army, sharing in its perils and privations. 


Recalled to Seat of War. 
After the battle of Chancellorsville he. 
returned to the Pennsylvania railroad, only 
to serve a few weeks, when he was recalled 
to the seat of war to aid Colonel Scott in the 
greatest military transportation scheme of 
the age. A grave emergency had. arisen, a 
large army—the Army of the Cumberland— 
was cooped up in Chattanooga, with an in-

He bade those who expected otherwise 
than a simple, youthful Juliet, seen amid 
fitting settings, be disappointed. Hecreated 
the objection before it Was spoken and then 


gounded it as a merit. At his behest his 


servants of the Eastern metropolis com- 
mended to the tenderest care of the public 
so ‘worthy an effort as the deed of an un- 
selfish manager in striking a blow at time- 
fettered, moss-grown Shakspearean tradi-. 
tion. 

Mr. Frohman has kept his word; he has 
flown in the face of tradition, but desperate- 
ly, because he had to—not blithely, as he 


would have us believe. It needed but a study 


of the performance of the love-tragedy of 
the ages as it was presented last night at 
Powers’ Theater to understand why the un- 
wiHing gauntlet of defiance was flung at the 


| feet of the past. Such an observation leads 


to the inference—so strong as almost to take 
the form of a definite conclusion—that Mr. 
Frohman thought he saw the chance, as in- 
deed he did, of making much profit by the 
plan of placing three stars in a ‘‘ Romeoand 
Juliet ’’ company. There is not much of 
Shakspearean poetry in that statement; 
but, after all, would not one be surprised if 
informed that the astute syndicate propri- 
etor had taken to shaping his ideas in blank 
verse? By his own lights Mr. Frohman saw, 
and by his own lights he acted.

The 
English visible increased 556,000 bu, and al- 
though the early | postings of world ship- 
ments were corrected, the movement was 
looked upon as liberal. Primary receipts 
were nearly three times those of a year 
ago, at 1,026,000 bu. Clearances were $16,000 
bu. It isthe Northwestern movement which 
puzzles the trade and neutralizes the effect 
of complaints regarding unfavorable sprinyz 
wheat crop conditions. The two terminal 
markets of Minneapolis and Duluth had 
884 cars, against 923 a week ago, and 165 
@ year ago. The larger local movement ts 
a sequel to the recent purchases on a liberal 
scale of Northwestern wheat to come to 
Chicago. The inspection yesterday was {4 
cars, or considerably over the estimate, with 
215 cars expected for today. The Northwest 
complains of too much rain, and the North- 
western markets are relatively steady. Min- 
neapolis reports fair sales of flour and, taken 
all together, the Northwestern situation is 
enough to unsettle the views of traders, 
The best prices for wheat were made right 
at the opening, at 78%c for July and 7c for 
September. These prices were at an ad- 
vance of nearly %c over the close on Satur- 
day. The commission house selling, led by 
Counselman-Day, Barrett-Farnum, and 
Logan, was conspicuously heavy. C. IL 
Smith was credited with free sales of ‘wheat. 
The local cash demand was perhaps.a little 
more active, but largely on elevator ac- 
count.

Governor Attends the Post-Mortem Ex- 


aminations on Twenty-seven In- 
fected Milch Cows from the Dairy 


Farm Which He Patronizes — De- | 


clares Commissioners Should Have 
Police Powers—Live Stock de 
Adopts New Rules. 


Governor Tanner yesterday morning at the 
Stock-Yards watched the slaughter of twen- 
ty-seven tuberculous milch cows under the 
orders of the State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners, They were part of a herd 
of forty-seven kept on a dairy farm near 
. Springfield, which is patronized by the Gov- 
ernor, and each of the twenty-seven, under 
the tuberculin test, had shown symptoms 
of tuberculous infection. The post-mortem 
examinations showed each was virulently 


Infected, the digestive organs of twenty, the | 


udders of three, and the lungs, glands, and 
livers of the other four exhibiting thick 
tuberculous deposits. After the tests Gov- 
ernor Tanner said he would recommend to 
the next Legislature that at least $50,0U0 
appropriated to carry on the extermina- 
tion of tuberculous cattle. The Live Stock 
~* board expects to have killed within the 
Present month 1,000 cattle suspected of be- 
ing tuberculous.

, taken from a dairy believed to be in fair 
sanitary condition. Their condemning was 
the result of a request for an examination 
made to the Live Stock board by their owner, 
“who thought them free from disease. They 
had no superficial indications of tuberculosis. 


Governor Is Convinced. 


‘After the post-mortem examinations Gov- 


@rmor Tanner said: 
**T am convinced that tuberculosis has 
made a more general invasion of live stock 
than is generally believed, and I also am 
confident that such a condition, ff not rem- 
edied by proper laws and a liberal appropria- 
tion by the State, will have results more 
serious than the mere loss of cattle. 
“TI shall recommend at the next meeting 
of the Legislature that the State Board of 
lAve Stock Commissioners be given an ap- 
propriation of at least $50,000 with which to 
carry on the work of exterminating tubercu- 
lous cattle. I also shall exert my influence 
‘dn obtaining for the commissioners more 
authority. 


«~ “The appropriation this year for this | 


work was $5,000. The commissioners asked 
for $20,000. I mywelf was instrumenta! in 
cutting Gown the sum requested. Having 
‘geen conditions as they exist, I shall take a 
Personal interest now in the matter and 
spare all necessary time in aiding the board, 
whose work is, to say the least, practically 
humanitarian. 


“ My observations jJead me to believe that 
it is ungafe.to drink milk which is not known /| 


positively to be nontubercalous. The cattle 
which I have seen slaughtered and dissect- 
ed today and which I saw were saturated 
-with tuberculosis ten days ago were fur- 


nishing milk to my family. I did not insti- |} 


tute this investigation. I had no reason to 
believe that the milk sold me was ctherwise 
than pure. The fact is that, like the thou- 
sands of others who drink milk, I never 


“questioned its purity. And there is the se- | 


cret of the official negligence which has per- 
mitted this disease to make such progress. 
I am glad my eyes have been opened. The 
recent awakening of public interest on the 
subject will have practical) results. 


Need Police Powers. 


“What is necessary is this: The Live 
Stock Commissioners must be given police 
power to enter any and all dairies for the 
purpose of testing the cattle with the tuber- 
culin test. They must confiscate to the 
State all cattle that show symptoms of 


tuberculous infection. They must also be |}. 


allowed enough money to remunerate the 
former owners of such confiscated cattle. 
The cattle then must be slaughtered and 
destroyed. 

**I am of the opinion that it would require 
an act of the Legislature to put such a 
stringent law into effect. At the present 
time the commissioners have no right to 
test cattle unless by invitation of the owners 
of on well grounded suspicion. A law mak- 

it compulsory on all dairies to obtain a 
dertificate from the commissioners showing 
that their cattle are non-tuberculous is what 
is needed. The man, unconscious as he may 
be of the fact, who sells tuberculous milk 
sells poisoned milk. 

“I am heart. and soul in favor of more 

. stringent laws for the extermination of 


tuberculosis. As Governor of the State I / 


will do anything in my power to assist in the 
crusade against the disease. I do not hesi- 
tate to predict that before long the work of 

dairy prosucts will well under 


Important Finding. 

The most important finding of the tests 
was of tuberculosis in the udders of three 
of the cows. When the disease is found 
there, Dr. Lovejoy said, there never is any 
question that the milk contains tuberculosis 


On the question whether cows with only 
an infection of the glands or lungs will give 
contaminated milk Dr. Lovejoy said to Gov- 
ernor Tanner, in explaining one of the dis- 
sections: “The theory that when infected 
lungs or glands coexist with non-infected 
udders there is no danger of contagion is 
one that has been disproved by contrary evi- 
dence. We have found tuberculosis in milk 
when the udder was clear."’ 

Governor Tanner, clad in a white butcher’s 
coat, entered spiritedly into the examina- 


tion. At one time he took a knife and per- 


formed some dissections himself. 

In consequence of the developments of 
the day, Governor Tanner ordered the Live 
Stock Commissioners to test the cattle of 
all the State institutions. 


Live Stock Board Meets. 


In view of the encouragement given the 
issioners by Governor Tanner the 
ve Btock board held a meeting at the 
Great Northern Hotel in the afternoon to 
adopt plans for the summer’s work. The
